To ‘get there,” an 
American friend of mine phrases it, | 
is the cne thing tlrat counts. They | 
do “get there’. and they stay there, | 
and they never grumble at the price, 
they pay for social eminence.

are often accused of vulgarity but nev- 
er of meanness. That is not an Amer-y, 
ican trait. 

But they are responsible 
of meanness on the part 
royalties and other exalted personages | 
when titles assure them social posi-| 
tion. Time was, before the advent of! 
the American multi-millionaire and | 
multi-millionairess when it was a rec-| 
ognized rule of Engiish society that | 
some return should be made for hos- | 
pitalities accepted. Otherwise the 
hospitalities were apt to cease. 

The Americans did not play the | 
game that way. They applied the 
Riblical rule that it more blessed, 
to give than to receive. So long as | 
the recipients of their  hospitalities | 
conferred social prestige by their | 
presence they didn't care whether or 
no they got any return in kind, South 
African magnates adopted the same 
methods and so did others who were 
Willing to utilize their wealth to get} 
into the social swim. This has fed | 
to the development of a glorified class! 
of social “spongers” who reverse the| 
Biblical adage and apparently succeed | 
in getting a lot of enjoyment out of | 
life at other folks’ expense.

The Effect of Wind on Lakes. 
Attention has been called to the very 
markable effect of the wind o 
bodies of water. It is not 
residente in towns on the 
be greatly inconvenienced, provided a heavy 
wind blowing on shore eontinues for any 
Jengt hof time. In the Baltic sea the level 
has been altered for upward of 8 feet. Some- 
times the water is blown out of a channel, 
leaving it almost dry. In one instance a de- 
pression of 6 feet occurred on one side of a 
body of water, with a corresponding rise of 6 
feet on the other. Lake Erie has been known 
to alter its level a distance of 15 feet on ac- 
count of heavy winds, and Lake Michigan was 
at one time the subject of considerable’ in- 
terest from the same cause. The wind was 
heavy and eontinuous and piled the water 
up on one side, while the other was ao low 
that people walked out upon rocks where in 
the memory of man no feet had ever trodden.

yet succeeded in winning mare popular- 
than attaches to artificial gems 
among the whites. 

Indians Fond of Wampum. 

When Coffin began with the Nez Per- 
ces he bought wampum from a 
merchant in San Francisco. After cast- 
ing out the black shells and stringing 
the white ones, he found the cost to 
be a dollar and a quarter a string. To 
make a fair profit he charged two dol- 
lars and a half a string. it went with 
surprising rapidity, and presently he 
found himsel fentirely out and with an 
incessant demand. He rushed a large 
order to San Francisco and raised the 
price to five dollars. 

Still the sales multiplied, leaving him 
without a string long before he could 
reeeive another shipment. In the mean- 
time Jim Reubens came to the store, 
and after bestowing a few trivial pres- 


lents, Coffin asked him why it was that 


the Indians prized Wwapipum so highly. 
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“Because,” said Reubens, “it is with my 
people like diamonds are with yours. 
My people would not part with it for 
any price. It is handed down from gen- 
eration to generation.” 

Coffin raised the price to twenty-five 
dollars a string on the next shipment, 
and the wampum trade, instead of 
abating, increased remarkably... Now he 
| Kept the strings in a private locker, as 
| it they possessed great value, and as- 
;Sumed a mysterious and confidential air 
‘about them. Occasionally he would be 
(called on to loan money on them, and 
ihe cheerfully gave twenty. dollars a 
|String, the borrower never failing to 
redeem the pledge. 

One morning a squaw came to his of- 
| fice and bought five strings, paying one 
|hundred dollars in gold. Afier the pur- 
chase was made she wanted some gro- 
ceries and said she had spent all her 
‘money. Coffin repurchased one of the 
|strings, saying he was short of wam- 
;Pum and that other squaws wanted to 
‘buy it, but that he would not sell it

It was a pros- 
pect to enthus one with the country, 
and the newcomer involuntarily ex- 
pressed himself in terms of extrava- 
gance. His companion smiled grimly. 
At lenth he said: 

‘“My ‘boy, there ig not a farmer as far 
as you can see who could have paid for 
a side of bacon ten years ago, unless 1 
except myself and one or two of my 
near neighbors. The first night I pitched 
camp here a stranger rolled up to my 
fire. He wore a wistful expression and 
I knew he wag hungry. I invited him 
to supper and you can bet your boot: 
there was no parleying over the accept- 
ance. He ‘had filed on that quarter just 
north of us. During the evening he said 
he had just ‘four bits’ left, and did not 
know how he would make out unless he 
could get credit at the store. He put 
me next to the quarter I now own, an4 
I gave him $650. That tided him over 
for a while, but he soon had to use his 
credit, and it was a mighty good thing 
for all the people here that the mer- 
chants could carry them. 

“The stores did @ big book business, 
and a good trnany of them were years in 
making an even break, but they all won 
out in the long run, and I doubt if 2 per 
cent of their accounts went bad eventua:- 
ly. They are all doing a rattling good 
businesg today, and there is not a farm- 
er they trusted who cannot sell out for 
from $5,000 to $15,000. Yields of from 
50 to 60 bushels of wheat to the acre 
are common, and a crop that goes only 
30 bushels to the acre is considered 2 
failure.”’ 

Wheat Is Mainstay. 

Wheat is the mainstay of the country, 
but all grains and grasses produce pro- 
lific yields. Irrigation is not required, 
even for fruits. Every farm house is 
surrounded with orchards of apples, 
pears, peaches, plums, apricots and other 
fruits. Melons and perries prosper, and 
the rich, warm loam needs no fertilizer 
for gardening. It is an ideal farming 
country, but it is destined to experience 
a great transformation in the next few 
years, a transformation almost as great 
as that it has undergone in the past dec- 
ade, for the country is becoming more 
densely populated as immigration pours 
in from the east and middle west, ana 
the morning of the small tract and of 
intensified farming is even now dawning.

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Indians much concerning agriculture, and 
many of the best farmS on the prairie 
are the allotments that have not been 
rented to the whites. Many of them 
have magnificent homes, but beside each 
Indian house, however pretentious, is @ 
tepee, which many of them occupy dur- 
ing much of the year, and to which they 
will invariably retire, regardless of sea- 
eon or state of weather, in time of ill- 
ness. None of, their farms. excepting 
what are known as “heirship lands, 
where no Indian heirs remain, have pass- 
ed to the whites, the treaty providing 
that the Indians must hold their adlot- 
ments for twenty-five years. When 
there are no Meirs, lands are sold by the 
Indian agent to the highest bidder, and 
the proceeds of the sales.go to the in- 
dians. 

It is a question of time only until all 
of the Nez Perce lands will be owned by 
whites, for the Indians are decreasing 
in number from year to year. From 2

IN RUSSIAN CITY 


Ten Thousand Birds Killed in 
a Storm, 


A Universal Scramble toe Secure the 
Birds Resulted, and Peasants Ate 
Quail on Toast for Many Days 
at Nicolaieff.

Odessa, October 5.—The 
Nicolaieff suffered recently from a 
plague of quail. More than ten thou- 
sand birds, dead and alive, were har- 
vested in the town and suburos, after 
a thunderstorm of exceptional vio- 
lence. 

The thunderstorm continued for a con- 
siderable time, and rain fell in tor- 
rents. While the town was being illum- 
inated by the almost continuous and 
vivid lightning flashes, quall, dead or 
alive, were observed falling and help 
lessly fluttering in nearly every street 
and court yard. 

Men, women, and children itmmediate- 
ly became oblivious to the deluge and 
the danger of being struck by  light- 
ning. Even the droschky drivers aban- 
doned their horses to join in the unliver- 
sal scramble, bagging the qual! in the 
upturned skirts of their long gaber- 
dines. 

The unusual violence of the storm 
must have beaten up in a myriad flock 
the great numbers of quail that haunt 
the marshy and reedy reaches avout tie 
confluence of the Boug and the Ingul, 
which make a peninsula of Nicolaieff. 
The birds were evidently exhausted by 
their enforced flight, and many of them 
were apparently killed by the ligntning.

The Hero is Frank~Hughes, who has 
been awarded the Albert medal of the 
gecond class for gallaritry in saving fe 
@t a flooded mine at Bonnievale, 
ern Australia. 

On March ti9. 1907, an 
heavy and sudden downpour of rain 
the Bonnievale district caused 
and the inundation of the Westralla 
and Bast Extension mine from the low- 
er level (1,354 feet from the surface) to 
the No. 9 (900 feet) level. 

With the exception of an Italian 
named Modesto Varischetti all the min- 
era effected their escape. He was work’ 
ing by himself in a rise 28 feet above 
the ‘No. 10 (1,000-foot) level, and was 
eut off by the flood waters and Impris- 
oned, as in a diving bell, the air tn the 
rise, unable to escape, keeping the wa- 
a lower. level than in the main 


er at

chett] was imprisoned, 
Signals From the Depths. 

It was at first thought that the en- 
tombed miiner must have lost his life, 
but efforts were made to-communicate 
with him by knocking on the rock, and 
after a time his signals were heard in 
response. It was at decided to 
attempt his rescue by the aid of divers, 
seeing. that by making use of all the 
available means of draining the mine 
at least ten days would have elapsed 
before the water could have been |!0w- 
ered to the No. [0 level. 

iDiving dresses were telegraphed for to 
Perth, andthroughthe ‘energetic assist- 
ance of the chief harbormaster at I re- 
mantle were .obtained without delay, 
@o that in less than eight hours from 
the time of the dispatch of the _ tel- 
egraphic message a special, train was 
on -its Way to the gold fields with two 
divers, Messrs. Curtis and Hearne, with 
assistants and diving outfits. 
Meantime, two other divers, Messrs. bb. 
Jnughes and Fox, of Kalgoorlie, who 
had lately followed the occupation °* ol 
miners, and were tamiliar with tne lo- 
cal mining practipe, had volunteereu 
Lueir services and nad gone to Lic 
jvoued~sHilic. 

Hazardous Enterprise. 

The first-mentioned § divers 
early on the morning of Mare 
it was cunsidered advisable tha. . .ugies 
and ‘#ox; Gn account ‘of theif inining 
experience, should make tne first ai- 
tempt at rescue. They would have to 
descend through an ore-pass from the 
No, 9 to the No. 10 level, a distance 
of i100 feet, then turn at right angles 
along the latter level, and gv along it 
250 feet to reach the foot of the rise 
where the man was imprisoned. Both 
divers’ would have to go down the ore- 
pass, arid one would then remain at the 
bottom of it to pass his comrade’s air 
pipe and lines round the angle 50 as to 
prevent them from fouling. 

Wading Through siudge. 

Hughes led the way, and after some 
difficulty reached the bottom of the pass, 
where he. found the shoot into the level 
checked with about half a ton of ore; 
he cleared this out, took the door off 
®the shoot. and got down into the level, 
but then had to return: twice to No. 9, 
as the other level did not come down 
to him. It proved that Fox had been 
unable to get down, and on making his 
second attempt he sustained an injury 
to his lee which caused him to retire 
from further participation in the work. 
Diver Hearne then took his place, and 
Hughes and he went down to the No. 
10 level, but both had to return to ar- 
range certain matters. They then de- 
scended again, and Hughes struggled 
along the level, Knee deep in sludge, 
to the rise, where he was able to find 
fhe ait hosepipe leading to Varischetti's 
rock drill. and after shaking it several 
times obtained-a signal in reply from 
the imprisoned man. Hughes was then 
so exhausted that he had to return af- 
ter fixing a guide line for future use. 

Reacue at Last. 

a rest of three and a half 
hours. Hughes and Hearne again de- 
seanded. the descent being the fifth 
that Hughes had meade that day. He 
succeeded in reaching Varischetti, 
shook hands with him, and supplied 
him with an electric lamp, food, and 
other necessaries. Next dav he again 
made a visit. Hearne, as before, stav- 
ing at the argile at the foot of the 
ore-nass: and daily visits were repeated 
until March 28. when the water had 
heen lowered sufficlentlv to make it 
just nossible for a man to wade alone 
the No. !0 level from the ore-nass with 
his head out of the water.

Suicides among the children in 
years. It is far more prevalent in these 
two countries than among the people of 
any other nationality. 

It is well known that throughout the 
Civilized world suicides among adults 
increasing. The reasons for this 
are not far to seek. They are found in 
the growing complexity and strenuous- 
ness of modern Jjife, the decline of re- 
ligious faith and the discontent of poor 
folk with their lot, stimulated by the 
glaring contrasts between poverty and 
riches. 

Any one who has looked life in the 
face has some comprehension of the 
causes Which impel so many men and 
women to make an exit from a world in 
which they have ceased to find life worth 
living. But to form any conception of 
the state of mind which leads children 
to kill themselves is difficult. There is 
something so infinitely pitiful and 
tragic about the suicide of a child that 
the mere contemplation of it stuns the 
mental faculties. It is so grossly un- 
natural. There is no record of a little 
heathen gavage ever taking his life. 

_ Something Radically Wrong.

And yet the perfection of system in one 
country and the absence of it in the 
other lead to an appalling number of 
juvenile self-murders. 

Professor Chlopin. a lecturer at the 
Women’s Medical institute at Petersburg, 
when speaking of this shocking epi- 
demic recently, stated that 337 cases 
of actual guicide and ninety-five ‘cases 
of attempted suicide had been examined. 
hese figures, terrible though they are, 
are smaller than those given by Profes- 
sor Fulenberg, of Berlin, for his coun- 
try. He has, within the last twelve 
years, traced 1,152 cases of children 
who have actually commited suicide, 
more than half of whom were driven to

demic of Child Suicides in Russia.

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the revolutionary parties, shooting has 
been the favorite means, 60 per cent 
kiling themselves with firearms. Next 
in favor comes hanging among boys and 
poisoning among girls. During the past 
half year thirteen boys and eighteen girls 
are registered as having poisoned them- 
selves. This ce~upares favorably with 
the first half of? school year, when 
{the number of su. ss by hanging was 
thirty-six. On the er hand, the num- 
ber of suicides by soting was fifty-six 
or ten more than during the previous 
half year. 

No figures as to sulcides by hanging are 
to hand, but it appears to be the favorite 
method for poy and girl prisoners, when 
no other means are available, though in 
August last a school boy of seventeen 
cut his throat in Luplin prison by means 
of a spoon, which he had sharpened in 
Some unknown way. It is stated that. 
of child suicides, 58 per cent were com- 
mitted by girls—whose ages ranged from 
fourteen to eighteen. In the lower forms 
suicide is almost unkonwn,. 

The Mind Recoils. 

These figures refer only and even then 
imperfectly to those sovernments lying 
west of the Urals. The mind recoils 
before the thought of the possible sum 
for the whole empire, if the hushed-up 
cases Were brought to light and the 
faked-up reports set Straight. 

And the reasons for this terrible epi- 
demic? They are officially stated as be- 
ing “‘mental derangement” and ‘“'ner- 
vous disorders.”’ One thing is certain— 
overwork at school, in the ordinary 
meaning of the term, has nothing to do 
with it. For the past threg years exam- 
inations and lessong have been a farce 
in the Russian schools. Professors are 
at the mercy of their pupils, who hold 
political meetings, pass absurd resolu- 
tions and decide whether-or not this or 
| that master ghall be allowed to give them 
intsruction. One school in Petersburg 
went on strike and demanded a smoking 
room and the abolition of marks. The 
scholars got what they wanted. Few 
masters are bold enough to send a re- 
fractory pupil from his class, or keep 
him in after school hours... Those who 
do so end in begging their pupils’ par- 
don, forced usually to do so by the head 
nyaster under threats of dismissal], 

Religion, which used to influence the 
scholars’ conduct to a certain extent, 
is of no avail. No threats of priestly 
censure have the least effect wpon them. 
In many schools the pupils have sent 
the priests away, saying that feligion 
is an exploded myth and quite unneces- 
sary for “young Russia.” The boys 
and girls who would attend the classes 
for religious instruction are overpower- 
ed by the terroristic faction, and: keep 
away for fear. In a school in Moscow, 
the priest, dismissed by his pupils, ap- 
pealed to the other masters. At first a 
minority took the pupils’ part, but the 
others soon sided with them and the 
priest was told his services at the schoo! 
were no longer wanted.

It is by no means 
an uncommon sight.in Russian towns fo 
see bands of from thirty to fifty school 
boys and girls, surrounded by soldiers, 
walking through the streets. They look 
proud of themselves, because a foolish 
government takes them seriously. 

This sort of thing causes.many of the 
child sulcides through mental dera®@ge- 
ment brought on by too much political 
activity. Instead of leading the -lives 
of ‘healthy children fhey are allowed to 
have the excitement that grown up me‘ 
and women offen find too muth for them, 
From the moment these children’ get into 
a scrape for playing at ‘politics, they 
leave all~childish: things behind them. 
They may be kept -under.lock and key 
for a few hours only and then sent 
back to their homes. But the mischief 
is done.. The government,.in taking them 
to prison, has made martyrs and heroes 
of them. They boast of. their, ‘‘politica’ 
experiences” to their play-fellows, who 
do their best to become “heroes” too. 

With the smore: exoitable ones, the end 
comes quidkly. It is-here that the seeds 
of suicides are gowm Their immature 
brains, weakened by ovérexcitement, 
give way under the strain which so much 
“nolitical work” entails. They are ready 
for every extravagance, every act of 
madness that may suggest itself. It is 
the crying shame of revolutionary par- 
ties that these children are chosen to do 
the most horrible work, to kill officials, 
policemen, etc. Some of them commit 
the crimes assigned to them; others, 
rather than-take anothers life, put an 
end to their own,

Only a couple of weeks ago a school 
girl was found shot in a hotel in Odess4. 
She left a note in’ which she said that 
she had been delegated to throw a bomb 
at an official. She knew the man ant 
his daughter...

One 
day, when the warder took in her dinner 
he found that she. had strangled Her- 
self. with her hair, which she wore in 
a long plait. Here we have, at the 
same time, at three different points of 
the empire, north, south, and west, three 
cases of children committing suicide, be- 
cause they were confronted by problems 
that ought "not to enter into the lives 
of such young creatures. 

Unhappily, such cases are so common 
that people who are not closely connect- 
ed with them give them but a passing 
thought. Last Maya case occurred in 
a Warsaw school of a boy who, thinking 
he would do.good to.the community at 
large by ridding the world of an un- 
popular head master, shot at him, miss- 
ed, turned the-revolver against himself 
and plew his brains out. He was fifteen 
and a, half. : 

School Boys Hang Comrade, 


In August three school boys at Zamb- 
kowite, aged nine, ten and twelve, re- 
Spectively, held a “courtmartial’’ on 2 
comrade eleven.years: old.whom they ac- 
cused of theft. They. found him guilty. 
sentenced him: to death and hanged him 
on a tree in a forest’ Four‘days after- 
wards his body, in #@ decomposed state, 
was found and the boys conféssed. Does 
this not point to a terrible state of de- 
moralization, of barbarity? 

These cases occurred among Children 
who attended the middle school, born 
of poor or but moderately well-to-do par- 
ents. They are due directly to the rév- 
olution; to the excitement a@nd subver- 
sion of morals caused by the anarchical 
state of government. But there are sui- 
cides in the schools where the higher 
officials, the aristocracy and ‘he rich 
send their children—classes where poli- 
tics have no place and the revolutionary 
movement is detested. The ‘school of 
rights,’’ the Bton of Russia, has sent 
some twenty boys into.the world during 
the past year. Of these, five. have com- 
mitted suicide, one in the mines in SI- 
beria for striking an officer in the face, 
and the rest have been rejected for the 
army and navy as physically unfit. ; 

The verdict on the suicides was ‘‘men- 
tal derangement brought on by exces- 
sive dissipation.” They were all under 
seventeen. As soon as they entered tne 
school they began to ‘see life.”” Sports 
are unknown among scholars of this 
class. Their masters have no sympathy 
with them. At twelve these young gen- 
tlemen pegin to gamble with the zest 
of elubmen of forty. At fourteen they 
begin te frequent fashionable cafes an1 
make merry with women.

DECLARED TO BE WORTHLESS 


Special Cable. 

London, October 5.—That the Amer'i- 
can consular service fully lives up to 
its reputation for inefficiency. is the 
conclusion of \Dr. Richard -Davenport 
Harlan, former president of Lake For- 
est university, Llllinois, and eidest son 
of Justice Harlan, of the Unitea States 
Supreme court. He has been making a 
tour of England andsFrance in the in- 
terests of “The George ‘Washington 
university,” and has interviewed hun- 
dreds of business men, both’ American 
and foreign, who almost, witnuut  ex- 
ception, have roasted the United States 
consular service to a brown crisp. 

Typical of many who talked to Dr. 
Harian, an American-born building con- 
tractor, one of the largest in nis line, 
who does business in almost every large 
country in Europe, though asking tnat 
his name be withheld, declared tnat sau 
experience had taught him that it was 
only a waste of time to deal with an 
American consular office. So certain 
had he become of this that he now prac- 
tically ignored the representatives of 
ithe United tSates, and whenever he had 
need of the service of a consul ne re- 
paired to the office of the Britisn agent, 
his company being registered unuer the 
laws of Great Britain. The same man 
declared that for patriotic reasons he 
would rather deal with the representa- 
tive of his native country, but rougd it 
impossible to do so. 

The prime purpose of Dr. Harlan’s 
tour, which has just been completed, 
was an examination of the great Ecole 
des Sciences Politiques, in Paris, and 
the London School of Economics and 
Political Science. It is the inten.ion ot 
the directors of the ‘George vwuasnhing- 
ton university” to model that institution 
after these two famous schools, and Dr. 
tiarian, as the representative or the 
movement in the United States, has been 
naving a Jook around.

“We propose, however, to include 
jurisprudence, and the leading oriental 
languages, neither of which branches of 
study are covered by the London scnool, 
We Shall also include extensive courses 
in commerce, which, in Paris, is rele- 
gated to a sepafate and spécta! school. 

“As soon as this college of the politi- 
cal sciences is thoroughly organized and 
properly endowed, some plan‘ will un- 
doubtedly be worked out by which the 
state department will cooperate in a 
very practical way in preparing men 
who wish to apply for appointment. 
For example: Suppose a man hopes some 
day to become one of the american 
consuls to (France. There js, today, 
locked up in the state department at 
Washington and its consular agents in 


‘France, a rich mine of correspondence

This work was complefed in 1785 at a 
fabulous expense. It is said to have cost 
a million, though even this expenditure 
seems small compared with that of the 
Combination shaft, sunk on the Comstock 
lode in 1881; this was 3,100 feet deep 
and cost $6, 000 ,000. 

The cost of the big shaft of the Val- 
enciana was offset by an extraordinar y 
production, stated at $300,000,000 - most 
of it extracted during the latter half of 
the eighteenth century. This figure cor- 
responds with the total output of the 
Comstock up to the time when the lower 
workings were abandoned in 1884. 

On August 20, 1804, the king’s tax on 
the Valenciana, amounting to the sum of 
$2,648,866, was paid.. As this represent- 
ed one-fifth of the yield of a period of 
five years, it serves to substantiate even 
the extraordinary statistics of these old 
mines. The other mines on the Veta 
Madre and those on La Luz veins also 
produced enormously at this period, so 
that the population of the district at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century had 
increased to 100,000. 

This was the time of Humboldt’s visit. 
He says that ‘“‘the whole vein (the Veta 
Madre) of Guanajuato may be estimated 
at 4 ounces of silver per quintal of min- 
erals.”” As a quintal is 100 pounds, .this 
means ore averaging 80 ounces per ton 
of 2,000 pounds. 

Then came the long years of the revo- 
lution against Spanish domination. In 
1810, when in the height of her prosper- 
ityeas a mining center, Guanajuato was 
attacked by the republican forces and 
life became insecure, so that mining 
operations were discouraged and all work 
of importance was discontinued. Deep 
work. ceased entirely, 
sunk and the production of ore was re- 
duced to infrequent shipments taken 
from supporting pillars and from the 
sidgs of old slopes. 

Even such decadent mining became in- 
significant as the miners were driven to- 
ward the surface by the slowly rising 
water. It was at this period of general 
lawlessness: that the heavy walls with 
watch towers were built around the 
mines, until every property of conse- 
quence had the look of a fortress. Sim- 
jlar protection was given to the reduction 
works, which became fortified inclosures.

State Treasurer, R. E. Park, Writes Governor Smith 
Upon the Duties of the State Treasurer---Growth 
of Department in a Century and a Quarter.

State Treasurer R. E. Park, 
eordance with request, has written Gov- 
@rnor Smith the following letter relat- 
ing to the duties of the office of state 
treasurer, and comparing those of to- 
day with what they were 50 years ago: 

“State of Georgia, 
“Treasury Department, 
“Atlanta, Ga. 

“October 4, 1907.—Hon. 
Governor, Capitol.—Dear Sir: In pur- 
suance of a promise given you a few 
days ago that I would give you, in 
writing, a statement of the present du- 
ties of the office of state treasurer, ig 
comparison with what they were fifty 
years ago, I herewith take pleasure in 


submitting the following: : 
“In 1789, during General Washing-

gia were under the management of a 
treasurer and one assistant. 

“In 1860, seventy-one years later, the 
treasury department of Georgia con- 
tinued to be under the management of a 
treasurer and one clerk. . 

“In 1907, forty-seven years still later, 
or one hundred and eighteen years 
gince Georgia became a state, the sams 
salaries that pertained to the office in 
1789 and 1860, namely, $2,000 for thé 
treasurer and $1,600 for the clerk, are, 
under the constitution of Georgia, still

‘paid for the performance of these du- 


ties, though the work of the office has 
grown several hundred per cent. The 
constitution of Georgia forbids an in-| 
crease of the help and salaries in this 
office, but the legislature has not seen 
fit to diminish the constant increase, 
of work and added care and responsi- | 
bility. 

“Indeed, a short time before the war, | 
the tax collectors came to the capitol | 
in person once a year and had a settie- 
ment with the treasurer. Then there} 
were about one hundred of them, and 
one settlement a year with eacn was) 
made. Now we have one hundred and | 
forty-six tax collectors, and their. re- 
mittances are made, many of them, 
every month of the year. All these 
must be credited and receipted to the 
comptroller general. 

“The treasury department now has) 
accounts with 146 county school com- 
missioners and with 60 local school sys- 
tems of cities. towns and townships, 
making a total of 206 schoo! accounts. 
and requiring an immense amount of 
bookkeeping never performed pefore the} 
constitution of 1877. In addition we 
have accounts with 46 oi! Inspectors, | 
and their reports come in every month, 
sometimes oftener. 

“In 1877 there were only three judges 
of the supreme court and about twenty 
judges of the superior courts with 
whom the treasurer xept aeecounts; now 
we have six judges of the supremé 
court, six stenographers of the su-| 
preme court, three judges of the ap- | 
pellate court, three stenographers of | 
that court. twenty-seven judges of the | 
superior courts, @nd twenty-seven soli- | 
citors general. With a majority ot | 
these we have monthly settlements, to | 
sone of them we pay portions of ther) 
salary aS many as a dozen times a | 
month, thus multiplying our work. 

“The civil establishment has grown 
several hundred per cent in the number 
of employees, and in the amount of their 
salaries as well as in the’ increased 
work upon the treasury department. | 

“Before the constitution was adopted 
we had few, if any, special accounts, | 
such as artists’ tax, auctioneers’ [taXx,, 
automobile agents, ball and bicycle | 
parks, billiard tax, cigarette tax, €X-| 
press: companies’ tax, gypsy tax, Jn-) 
surance fees, insurance agents, Interest | 
from depositories, liquor tax, pensions 
refunded. office fees, oll fees, peddlers 
tax, poll tax, railroad tax, rental 


of 


Western and Atlantic railroad, sate of 
codes, sale of form books, sale of re- 
ports, sewing machine agents, show 
tax, street railroad companies’ tax, tax 
of agencies, on games, on sleeping car 
companies, on telephone companies, 
building and loan fees, coca cola fac- 
tories, conscience fund, dividends from 
stock, franchise tax, geblogical labora- 
tory, hire of convicts, pawnbrokers 
tax, sale of school lands, supreme court 
costs, surplus from wild land sales, tax 
on abstract companies, on cash regis- 
ters, on brewing companies, on cold 
storage, on futures, On loan agents, on 
slot machines, on typewriter agents, on 
ticket brokers, on veterinary surgeons, 
white hops, temporary loans; and ac- 
ceourntS must be kept with eacn and 
every one of these special sources of 
income.

This vear the treasurer 
paid out $890,000, and next year this 
will be tncreased, and jnstead of being 
paid out once a year to each pensioner 
we will have the payments to make 
quarterly, tn agcordance with a_ re- 
cently passed law. We must keep pen- 
sion accounts with every ordinary of 
the state as well as with the state 
pension commissioner for the _ 16,000 
pensioners, to whom the checks must 
be sent through the ordinaries or cash 
paid over the counter. Last year about 
$60,000. was paid to Fulton county alone 
over the treasury counter, and more 
than half as much more was paid in 
the same way on personal presentation 
of warrants from pensioners in DeKalb, 
Mitton, Clayton, Cobb and other § ad- 
jacent counties. This monopolized the 
entire time of myself and assistant for 
several weeks.

“T was gratified to hear you on more 
than one occasion state that I should 
have in this department three accom- 
plished bookkeepers at salaries of 
$2,500, $2,000 and $1,500, respectively, 
and I fully agree with you, and wish 
the legislature would see it in the 
same light. I could refer you to cer- 
tain states which have an income of 
less than our annual Income of nearly 
five millions of dollars, which allow 
to the treasury department salaries 
all the way from $15,000 to $45,000 per 
annum. ‘Thirty-six hundréd dollars is 
the total amount that the constitution 
of Georgia allows to the treasury de- 
partment of this state. 

“During the recent session of the 
legislature I paid out to the forty-four 
senators and 183 representatives in the 
general assembly, with their clerks, 
messengers, doorkeepers, pages and 
porters, amounts daily from $4 to $100 
each, and our average was between 
$700 and $1,400 per day. If you had 
looked in my door at any time you 
would have seen how busily occupied 
we were in waiting, of course most 
willingly, upon the members of the 
two houses. At that time you would 
have been more and more thoroughly 
convinced of the importance of addi- 
tional help in this department. 

“For three years after I entered 
upon my duties the correspondence of 
this department with the county offi- 
cers and bank depositories, holders of 
bonds and others interested in treas- 
ury matters, as well as with citizens 
of this state and other states, making 
inquiries in regard to public and pri- 
vate matters, caused me to pay out of 
my small salary sums for absolutely 
necessary stenographic work, it being 
impossible for mé to answer § these 
communications by hand. 

“I must not omit to state that the 
treasury keeps accounts with the de- 
partments composing what is called, 
in most states, the “governor’s cabi- 
net,” viz.: the secretary of state and 
his assistant, the comptroller general 
and his assistant. the attorney gener- 
al and his aids, the agricultural com- 
missioner, the school commissioner 
and their assistants, clerks and sten- 
ographers, oil and cattle inspectors, 
bookkKeepers, etc., the insurance com- 
missioner and clerk, the wild land of- 
fice, the clerks of the supreme and ap- 
pellate courts, their sheriffs and sten- 
ographers. The state geological de- 
partment with its several employees, 
the state chemist and his assistants, 
the state entomologist and his aids, 
the state board of health, the adju-

DANGERS IN PROSPERITY. 


“The last panic which swept the country was caused by adversity. 
next one will be the result of our prosperity.”—-W. S. Witham. 

What the Atlanta banker meant in voicing this prediction was that the 
business of the country had outgrown our facilities for taking care of it. 

There are today not enough transportation lines to handie the commerce 
There are not enough freight 
cars, not enough engines, not enédugh passenger coaches. Railroads are not 
able to move the crops promptly enough. Other articles of merchandise are 
being subjected to loss for want of means to transport them to the consumer. 

The situation this year in the south is not as bad as it was a year ago, 
but it is still serious. There is no more widespread nor just cause of com- 
plaint against the carriers, than that brought about by the congestion of 
traffic, resulting in delayed passenger schedules and delayed freight 
shipments. 4 

Increase the facilities for doing business and you provide a powerful 
stimulus to business. Obstruct and block and lessen the opportunities for 
trading, and the result is a direct blow at all commerce, 

A bumper fruit crop in Georgia would rot on the ground, if there were 
not sufficient cars to transport them to market. This year the fruit growers 
of this state have lost thousands of dollars for lack of refrigerator cars when 
needed. Sometimes the farmers of Kansas burn for fuel the corn that would 
prevent starvation in India and Norway. Adequate transportation facilities 
are the life of business and until they are provided, business men every- 
where who receive and ship goods; farmers everywhere who raise more than 
they need for home consumption, will be handicapped and subjected to loss. 

But our lack of adequate transportation facilities to handle the enor- 
mously increased business of the country, is not the only difficulty which 


The 


|the present situation presents. Prosperity has not only overwhelmned the 


raliroad facilities of the country, but it has traveled beyond the limits of our 
national currency system. In other words, the country needs more money. 

We have the things that money will buy, we have the goods, the crops, 
the minerals, the timber—all the things that represent wealth and mage 
credits, but the money for handling these things is unequal to the demand. 
This wealth if it could be converted into actual cash, would furnish the 
capital for new enterprises and new industries. When there is no money 
to move crops; no facilities to transport them to a profitable market, when 
they are allowed to perish in the fields or rot on the ground, the consumer 
is deprived of *neeeded supplies, the producer of his profit, and wealth is al- 
lowed to go to waste. 

‘When the time comes to move the wheat and the cotton crops, money is 
withdrawn from other channels. The ordinary business man suffers and is 
either not able to secure accommodations from his bank or is forced to pay 
excessive rates for money. 

The proposition is as simple as the natural law of supply and demand. 
We have not sufficient money to do the business of the country. The burden 
is upon congress to provide additional currency. This would relieve the 
money stsringency. The plan agreed upon should be such an one as would 
supply funds ag they are required by business conditions. The machinery 
should work automatically, putting out money into the channels of trade 
when needed, and providing for it to flow back when that need has ceased. 

In the past we have depended upon the secretary of the treasury to 
come to the aid of the money market and prevent panics, when the situation 
became acute, by depositing government money in the banks of the countyy. 
The uncertainty of this scheme of relief is readily apparent. 

The American Bankers’ Association has endorsed a plan of currency 
reform which would permit the national banks of the country to issue money 
on their individual credit, under well defined conditions. 

Backed as it is by the bankers’ association, the scheme deserves the 
thoughtful consideration of congress. If our statesmen consider the plan 
unwise, let them devise another one that will overcome the evils presented 
by a condition of money stringency in a land of plenty. 

The country needs mof® money! And it is the duty of congress to take 
action accordingly!

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REGULATION IN CANADA. 


With federal and state regulation of railroads a preeminent issue in the 
United States, acute interest wil] attach to the manner in which Canada has, 
very unostentatiously, gone about the same important mission. 

The railroad commission of the Dominion consists of three members, ap- 
pointed for life. They have powers beside which those of our reorganized 
Their scope is out- 


lined as follows by a correspondent of the Newark, N. J., Star: 


It may compel the abolition of grade crossings or compel the rall- 
road companies to construct sub,,ays or overhead crossings. 

It may compel changes in time-tables and require the putting on 
of additional trains to meet the traffic. 

It may regulate the distributionn of freight cars if the question of 
discrimination be raised. 

It may compel the construction of switches or sidings for the accom- 
modation of industries. 

It may fix rates on passenger or freight traffis. f 

It may determine what private property railroad companies are a)- 
lowed to purchase without the owner’s consent. 

It may assume jurisdiction over claims against the ralflroad com- 
panies. 

It may approve or reject al! plans for railroad extensions of new lines, 
and no work is permitted without its approval. 

It is charged, by law, with the prevention of discriminations between 
different localities. 

It may authorize or prevent one railroad from crossing or joining 
another. 

It is required to prevant rebating. 

It has power to pass upon all leases, sales 
railroads. 

It has jurisdiction ower the telegraph and

Regardless of all that has heretofore 
been said and written, Miss Beeks’ 
report is exceedingly interesting. Not 
only that, but it is practical. As evi- 
dence of this, it may be stated “that 
the secretary ot war has issued for- 
mal orders that plans be put on foot 
fur carrying out many of her sugges- 
tions. Among these is a government 
farm for the isthmus. Secretary Wil- 
scn has put his scientists and path- 
ologists and farm economists and the 
other-ists to work to see that it is 
established, Moreover Miss Beeks be- 
lieves all food stuffs destined for the 
isthmus should be inspected before 
leaving the United States. It will be 
done. Refrigerators for the mess hall 
and mosquito netting for the negroes, 
since they are more subject to mala- 
rial infection from mosquitos, will be 
provided. 

It appears that Miss Beeks looked 
perticularly into conditions affecting 
the home life of the workers on the 
isthmus, viewing the home surround- 
ings with the trained eye of the 
woman who notes the effect upon the 
health, comfort and well-being of the 
occupants. Barracks, hospitals, mess 
halls, schools, club houses, commissa- 
ries, jails, churches and work places 
were visited. In addition the trans- 
portation facilities were inspected. 
The testimony of discharged em- 
ployees, we are told, was not ac- 
cepted. : 

It was found that the barracks of 
the European laborers—each house 
being one large dormitory—did not 
contain the air space required by 
modern tenement house laws. The 
American employees fare somewhat 
Letter, but the married men who are 
uaable to obtain family quarters, 
Lave become disheartened and ill. 

A sewage system has been installed 
from one end of the isthmus to the 
other and water for bathing and 
drinking is abundant, each house oc- 
cupied by American families having 


sewage connection, 

Complaint is made by Miss Beeks 
that rates charged transients at the 
Hotel Tivoli are absurdly high for the 
service rendered. Also a nurse at the 
Aucon hospital is quoted as saying: 
“Tell the President 1 do not want a 
‘square deal;’ but very particularly a 
‘square meal.’” 

A unique feature of the report is 
what Miss Beeks has to say on the 
subject of drinks. The water is said 
to be- offensive for drinking unless 
distilled or boiled, but it is claimed by 
the sanitary department there is less 
disease from drinking impure water 
than in the United States. Miss 
Feeks says: “There is no doubt that, 
4s a temperance measure, good beer 
snd wines, at proper rates, should be 
rrovided in the men’s clubs under su- 
pervision.” 

This will probably provoke criticism 
and complaint among those who ad- 
vecate “as a temperance measure, 
the abolition of the canteen in the 
a:my and of drinking places on all 
government reservations, 

We learn from the report that the 
l:quor traffic is strictly supervised in 
the canal zone, the number of liquor 
licenses having been reduced from 
266 to 34. 

Taken all in all, it appears that 
conditions are rapidly improving. It 
will’ probably require a year to com- 
plete the needed quarters to prevent 
uncomfortable crowding, but the isth- 
mus is laying aside the look of a: 
construction camp and is becoming 
more like a factory section. .

This being 
true, every effort that Uncle Sam 
can put forth—by mesns of a gov- 
ernment farm, and rigid inspection of 
food products and water supply—that 
will conserve the health of the labor- 
ers and employees on the isthmus, 
will expedite the work and make more 
sure an early completion of the 


project.

The cotton business, from the planting of the seed to the marketing of the 
finished product, should be and can be made one harmonious whole. Manu- 
facturers in other extensive lines buy their raw materials direct from the field, 
the forest and the mine; why should not the spinner get his raw cotton direct 
from the producer without’the intervention of middlemen to absorb profits that 
are rightfully the planters? 2 : 

To bring about this great change in the system of the trade will, unquestion- 
ably, require mutual concession and careful planning. The spinner must exhibit a 
willingness to take the product at a fair and equitable price to the producer—a 
price, moreover, the stability of which can be in some degree assured, and that, 
after all, is the main point—while the producer must prepare to give every guar- 
antee of good faith in the maintenance of quality and condition as specified in 
the trade contract. oe . 

It is not apparent why there should be any grave difficulty im the way of 
meeting these conditions, which are the most important incident to the proposed 
change in trading method. Other conditions are, for the most part, matters of 
detail easy of arrangement. 

The farmers of the south are now practically prepared to begin direet deal- 
ing with the manufacturers of the world. Never in the history of agricultural 
production has there been formed a more complete and extensive business or- 


| ganization than they now have. Their county, state and national] business agents 


are ready to handle in bulk the product of its individual members, and to give 
assurance that the purchaser will get what he buys. The foundations are 
aiready here for the solid establishment of direct trade. 

There are other things, of course, which the eonference will have to con- 
sider: and, as we said, spinner and producer must meet in a spirit of harmony, 
ready to make mutual concessions where conditions demand it. 

But the opportunity is present for abundant progress in the advancement of 
both interests. Such conferences as this are not every-day matters. It is the 
first time in a generation that the spinners, domestic and foreign, have come 
in such numbers direct to the cotton fields; it will be years again before a 
similar conference will be possible. f 

Upon its very threshold, therefore, we say welcome to the spinners of all 
countries and all states. We are glad you are here, for we believe your coming 
means business, and that it will be productive of substantial and beneficial re- 
sults to your own interests as well as ours. 

We will be permitted, we have no question, to express the hope that those 
results will be specific, definite and tangible, something that will make for the 
betterment of the commercial and other relations direct between the two great 
interests that have to do with cotton~the farmer who gets it out of the ground, 
and the manufacturer who turns it into the finished product of world trade. 
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PLAIN TRUTHS FROM THE PRESIDENT. 


A close survey of the speeches President Roosevelt has delivered in 
the course of his middle western tour, reveal] a broad statesmanship, a meas- 
ured conservatism and intimate sympathy with the national: spirit of the 
hour. The trend of each single one indicates that he has read the unrest 
and anxiety in evidence all along the line from capital to labor, and that he 
is determined through intelligent and aggressive educational methods to allay 
both, while not deviating an inch from the program necessary to insure 
ultimate equity and stability in the commerce and industry of the country. 

it has been charged that his attempts to discharge his oath of office and 
to meet the popular will in the regulation of the carriers and the curbing 
of corporate abuses, have been and are threatening the prosperity of the 
country. 

To this indictment the president has made full, frank and, we think, 
irrefutable answer. From the hour of leaving Washington to the closing 
words of the address at Memphis, published elsewhere, he has shown that, 
in all conscience, he had no alternative other than to enforce the law against 
lawbreakers of every degree, and that failure to root out the flaws and 
abuses which have arisen as a result of our enormous commercial expansion 


would imperil] the very integrity of democratic government. 

in his address at Keokuk? he referred to this accusation specifically, 
saying: 

lL do not admit that this has been the main causé of any bus!i- 
ness troubles we have had; but it is possible that it has been a con- 
tributory cause. If so, friends, as far as I am concerned, it must be 
accepted as a disagreeable but unavoidable feature in a course of 
policy which, as long as I am president, will not be changed. In 
any great movement for righteousness, where the forces of evil are 
strongly intrenched, it fs unfortunately inevitable that some unof- 
fending people should suffer in Company with the rea] offenders. This 
is not our fault. It is the fault of those to whose deceptive ac- 
tion these innocent people owe their false position.’’ 

His speech at St. Louis was a reiteration of these views, coupled with 
arguments tending to show that the federal government enjoyed ample war- 
rant, under the constitution, to prosecute its program. 3 

At Cairo he declared his belief that efforts making toward regulation and 
reform could exert only permanent benefit upon prosperity and that “any 
trouble is due fundamentally not to the fact that the national authorities 
have discovered and corrected certain abuses, but to the fact that these 
abuses were there to be discovered.” Answering his critics directly. he 
compared their strictures to those of the “child who regards the dentist and 
not the ulcerated tooth as the real source of his woe.” 

He also gave expression to these portentous senterices: “Constructive 
change offers the best method of avoiding destructive change: that reform is 
the antidote to revolution; and that social reform is not the precursor, but 
the preventive of socialism.” 

At Memphis, hé was equally emphatic, saying: “We have merely taken 
the first steps in a policy which must be permanent if our democratic in- 
stitutions are to endure; while, as a matter of course, we must also keep ever 
in mind that it is exactly as injurious to true democracy to inflict, as tamely 
to suffer, wrong.” 

He points out, too, the necessity for government supervision of railway 
securities’ issues, as essential to prevent scandal and loss to innocent people. 
He uses an apt illustration in the case of a counterfeiter who has sown worth- 
less currency broadcast through a village, but against whom the government 
must proceed undeterred by the fact that many persons who have accepted 
his money in good faith must be the losers. :

Pickens and myself to help him get all

5. During the month of October, prior 
to the state fair, a county exhibit from 
all the schools or pupils contesting will 
be held at the county seat or fair at 
which each contestant shall exhibit ten 
ears of corn or ten stalks of cotton, or 
both, grown by the contestant, with de- 
scription of the year’s cultivation. 

6. The contestants Winning prizes in 
the county contest will send their ex- 
hibits to the state fair, there to con- 
test for state prizes, or if authorities 
desire, the entire exhibit may be sent. 

The county prizes will be offered and 
awarded by the countv, and will be as 
many and of such character as the 
school officials may decide.

STOCKS STILL 
VERY SLUCCIS 


~ Relief 


As Traders Thought There Was a 
Possibility of Wiping Out the 
Surplus—The Southern Rail. 
rond Group Again Show. 
ed Weakness. 


New York, October 5.—There was no marked 
change today in the sluggish and indifferent 
tone into which the stock market has {allen. 
The Southern railroad group made another 
exhibition of weakness, but the general list 
dhowed some absorptive and the undertone 
was firm for most of the time. There was 
some relief over the showing of the bank 
statement, as a possibility of the wiping out 
of the surplus had been in mind. The heavy 
scaling down of the deposit item, by means 
of the loan contraction, was in fact what 
conserved the surplus, although that item was 
reduced by the substantial amount of $2,998,- 
500. The reduction in the loan account of 
the banks reaches an average of $11,288,100, 
and banking experts attribute this almost 
wholly to large repayments by New York city 
of obligations which have been carricd and 
for the liquidation of which the recent bond 
issues supplied resources. On the side of 
the cash item the decrease of $7,620,000 is 
considerably in excess of the largest of the 
preliminary estimates and is evidence of the 
heavy interlor demands for crop-moving pur- 
poses. The outward flow on this account is 
expected to continue, and there is no dis- 
position to borrow money for speculation in 
face of that prospect. The shipment of $5,000, - 
000 in gold from London to Egypt was a fac- 
tor in keeping the discount rate firm in that 
market, but the speculative feeling there was 
reported to be cheerful and the further rise 
in British consols was regarded as an index 
of a hopeful investment situation. Prices 
sold off in the final dealings under the in- 
fluence of the bank statement and made the 
closing tone easy. Net dealings in prices 
resulted as a rule, but they were small and 
the whole movement possessed little signifi- 
cance.

‘‘Last week's official statement of the New 
York assogiated banks disclosed a very nar- 
row 1! n of surplus reserve, as was ¢€X- 
pected from the large loss of cadh which was 
foreshadowed by the cstimates of the results 
of the known movement of money during the 
week; the surplus was, however, greaier by 
one and four-fifths millions than was shown 
on July 6, and two and one-half millions 
more than that indicated January- 6, when 
the minimum of the year was recorded.

It 
may be noted that there was an increase of 
$901,500 in government deposits, compared 
with those recorded in the previous week.

deposits of funds by corporations, in 
anticipation of the distribution of October 
interest and dividends were so employed.

Collected by the Government 
Should Be Given Back to the 
People to Develop Trans,

October 5.—At the 
banquet given tonight to the dele- 
gates to the waterways committee 
John Sharp Williams said: 

“In the way of material develop- 
ments, nothing is of more importance 
than cheap any easy transportation 
in its varlous sub-divisions—by «dirt 
road, by railroad and by water road. 

“In 1904 the expenditures on all the 
public roads in the United States was 
a little less than $80,000,000, of which 
nearly $20,000,000 represented the val- 
ue of labor contributed 
road tax. 

“It has seemed to me that if out of 
the $90,000,000 annually collected in 
excess of the needs of the government 
$50,000,000 of it lying idle in present 
banks, not even paying interest to 
the people to whom it belongs, $25.,- 
000,000 were annually appropriated as 
a gift in trust to the states ta be 
expended by them in the construction 
of good roads, a great good would be 
accomplished and the problem of put- 
ting the excess of revenues back linto 
circulation in a fairer way than how 
partially solved. 


“At the outset, we are met with ob- 
jection on account of the cont of im- 
proving the great centralh-Water way 
fro mthe great lakes to the gulf. If 
$25,000,000 were taken from the $90,- 
000,000 of annual surplus to assist the 
the states in building good roads $65,- 
000,000 would be left, and if from this 
$65,000,000, $31,000,000, the esstimated 
cost. of the fourteen-foot channel, be 
Subtracted there would remain $34,- 
000,000 lying idle in the treasury or in 
the banks, taking for granted that the 
proportion of present reyenues and 
present expenditures continue. 

“AQ standing army of only 35,000 men 
would enable us to save $30, 000,000, of 
wpich $20,000000 could be appropriated 
to this work and the ,other $10,000,000 
per annum to an increase of the navy.

REVIEWS CONVENTION WORK 


Plan of Credit Currency Meets Ap- 
proval of American Bankers. 
Will Be Urged Upon Con- 
gress—McCord Addresses 
Kentucky Bankers. 


——— 


Joseph A. McCord, cashier of the Third 
National Bank, who returned to the 
city yesterday from the convention at 
Atlantic City of the American Bankers 
Association, is enthusiastic Over the 
'overwhelming endorsement given by the 
/convention to tthe Plan of currency re- 
‘form devised by the currency commis- 
sion. Mr. McCord wag a member of this 
commission, 

“There were only two votes 
against our report,’’ he declared 
recalling the work of the convention. 
“Among all tthe 2,000 delegates present, 
only two opposed the plan and the pres- 
ident in announcing the faig of the ma- 
tion, really declared it was unanimously 
carried.” 

The details of this plan of currency 
reform have so often appeared in cane 
| columns of The Constitution, that the 
| public probably reasonably tamillar 
‘with it. The general purpose of the plan 
| to enable the national banks of the 
|}country to issue, upon their individual 
| credit, currency in addition to their 
' bend secured currency, when money is 
'needed during crop moving periods and 
| other financial emergencies. 

The objection urged against tthe. meas- 
'ure that it woulg give New York more 
/absolute control. of the money market 
‘: was ridiculed by Mr. McCord. “‘Not only 
'will Wall street be unable ‘to control 
| this currency,’ he said, ‘“‘but the banks 
'in that city will not even be able to 
use it. New York is a central reserve 
| ehiy and its banks are required to keep 
| reserves of actual money and would not 
'be able to use these national bank 
(notes. Since reserve funds of 25 per 
,;cent are required, very dollar that is 
‘subtracted from Ws reserves, reduces a 
_bank’s loaning power by $4. 

Lower Interest Rates. 

“Tf this currency measure shoul@ be 
enacted into law by congress, I am 
| confident that Interest rates, except in 
|extremely rare cases, would not go over 
'6 or 7 per cent at any time of ithe year 
‘in any part of the United States. 

Prospect of Enactment.

LAJOIE HAS BA 


LL RECORD 


NO MAN HAS EVER EQUALLED 


Napoleon, Lajoie, the ‘‘King of Ball Play- 
ers.”’ was born in Woonsocket, R. i., Sep- 
tember 5, 1875. His first professional engage- 
ment was with Fall River, Mass., In 1896. 


«This is his twelfth season as a professional 


ball ‘player, and he is doing better work 
right now than at amy time during his long 
career. 

He first started as a catcher, but his terrific 
batting made him more desirable, so he was 
shifted to the outfield, where he made good 
from the start. Lajoie did such g6ed work 
in the New England League that he soon 
attracted the attention of Billy Nash, who 
managed the Philadelphia Nationals, and he 
signed him te play with that club. He made 
his first appearance in the major league 
August 12, 1896, and has been with the ma- 
jors ever since. 

In 1901 he signed with Connie Mack, who 
managed the Philadelphia Athletics. That 
year he was the leading batsman of the 
country. The next year the supreme court 
rendered a decision to the effect that the 
option clause of the Philadelphia Nationals 
was effective in the cases of Lajote, Bill 
Bernhard and Frazer, so Lajoie and Bern- 
hard signed with Cleveland. As soon as 
Lajoie went to Cleveland the team turned 
from a tailender to a team that has had a 
chance for the pennant every season since. 

When the two major leagues entered into 
a peace pact in 1908 Lajole returned to Con- 
nie Mack and thus escaped the contempt of 
court charge which hung over him when he 
joined the Cleveland club. In the spring of

Al-' 
though he has been given the extreme of 
praise by a _ hero-worshiping public for 
twelve years, he is still the plain, quiet man 
he always was. In fact, those who were 
associated with him early In his career as a 
ball player assert that all the athietic-honors 
which have come to him have tempered. his 
disposition rather than caused him to hoid 
aloof from players and fans. 

Lajote’s fielding is characterized by @ grace 
and ease of movement possessed by no other 
ball player. Were he of the Wagner type, a 
man who stabs at the easy ones and falls all 
over the hard ones, there is no doubt of the 
verdict of the baseball-loving public. But 
Larry does not do that. He makes the hard 
ones look easy and pulls off seemingly impos- 
sible plays as though the ball were coming 
straight to him. 

In batting he stands well 
plate, runs up on the ball and hits it a 
vicious blow. His reputation as a ‘‘slugger’’ 
is such that it is welf nigh impossible for 
him to get an extra base hit except on a 
sharp line drive, because opposing flelders in- 
variably hug the fence when he {fs at bat, 
Larry is one of the greatest ‘‘place hitters’’ 
in the business, and gets most of his singles 
by dumping the ball just over the infleld 
where he sees an opening. 

Although $2 years of age, he is ‘‘still in 
the prime of life,"’ as the well-known spe- 
cialist often remarks, and seems good for a 
great many more years of usefulness on the 
diamond.

CONGRESS ASKED 
TO DEEPEN RWER 


Strong Resolutions Adopted by 
Waterways Convention 


| 


| President Roosevelt and Governors 
| Of Seventeen States Thanked for 
Interest They Have Shown. 
The Next Convention to 
Meet in Chicago. 


Memphis, Tenn., October 5.—After\se- 
lecting Chicago for the meeting/ place 
next year and calling upon congress to 
authorize work for a. 14-foot channel 
from the gulf of Mexico to the great 
lakes, the second annual convention of 


the Lakes to the Gulf Waterways As- 
sociation adjourned sine die late today. 

This meeting in the interest of the 

waterways was probably the most itm- 
portant ever held in the south. Speeches 
were delivered by men who have made 
a life study of the nation’s rivers and 
harbors, and, in every instance, a deen 
water channel from the gulf to the 
northern lakes was adopted. 
‘The most notable speech was that de- 
livered by President Roosevelt. in which 
he said that the 14-foot channel was a 
necessity and the great question for the 
future will be how to secure it. Ad- 
dresses of Representative Theodore Bur- 
ton, of Ohio, chairman of the house 
rivers and harbors committee; Represen- 
tative Joseph E. Ransdell of Louisiana, 
a member of the same committee; United 
States Senator Newlands, a member of 
the Inland Waterways Association, and 
others were carefully listened to by a 
large and representative audience, 
The report of the resolutions commit- 
“© Was received and adopted without 
ao dissenting vote and the convention ad- 
Journed. At night a banquet and smoker 
was tendered the delegates.

Governor Broward’s Address, 

overnor Broward began his address 
by saying that Florida was in full sym- 
pathy with the objects sought to be ob- 
tained by the convention, and = stood 
ready to join with her strength to fol- 
low up the movement for a deep waiter- 
way from the lakes to the gulf until it 
was finally crowned with complete suc- 
cess, 

‘The volume of this nation’s com- 
merce is at present,” he said, “‘serious- 
ly restricted, because adequate means 
are both available for moving the na- 
tion's commerce. While this condition 
lasts, commerce is neither healthy nor 
is it able to add normal growth. The 
growth of the nation’s wealth its re- 
tarded and Hmited, for wealth will not 
be created when it must be wasted be- 
cause of inability to transport it to 
places where it is in demand and has 
value. 

“Shall American development be halt- 
ed because of our inability to provide 
the facilities for the trade that awaits 
the activities of our people? To help 
meet this problem, it is tncumbent 
upon the national government to begin 
a policy of the fullest utilization of the 
great rivers and waterways with which 
nature has so abundantly provided us. 

“With an expenditure in the next ten 
years upon rivers and harbors of $50,- 
000,000, as against the $5,000,000 or 
more which the railroads must under- 
take to provide for their work, we can 
so {mprove river navigation as to 
make it possible to lessen the burden 
upon the country due to Inadequate 
transportation facilities. 

“The time has come in the history 
of American development when every 
possible means which can be provided 
for the handling of traffic must be 
utilized, and utilized promptly. The con- 
dition which we face today Is one of 
Supreme importance. It Is one upon 
which the unchecked progress and 
prosperity of.the country depenas.

‘We have heard much of ‘vested 
rights of due process of law,’ of ‘con- 
fiscatory legislation,” and of ‘discour- 
agement of investors." What we need 
to hear and to see more of is, ‘protec- 
tion of the public,’ ‘honest and adequate 
public utility service,’ and ‘fair deal- 
ing,’ coming from those who are en- 
trusted with the use and enjoyment of 
those franchises which belong in- 
alienably to the people themselves.

It is over $200.000,000 a year, and of 
this $100,000,000 is brougne {n from 
abroad. As to the: exports, we take all 
and more than our share. Bur ofr the 
imports we get hardly a smell. In 
Other words, we buy of Egypt from sev- 
en to ten million dollars a year and 
Sell her less than one-tenth that 
amount. We do not sell her 1° per 
cent of all that she buys and we take 
from 7 to 10 per cent of all that She 
Sells. 

Moreover, our tourists annually 
Nile by the thousands, an@ 
leave in Egypt every winter as much 
as $4,000,000. Sixty per cent of all 
the profits of the Egyptian noreis come 
from Americans, and we ought to get 
our share of the trade in return. 

What Uncle Sam Shoald Do. 

It would seem that Uncle Sam ought 
to wake up and put his 
ground. He ought to establish a more 
extensive «consular service, ought to 
build a legation building at Cairo, and 
urge some of his financial nepnews to 
open a bank or 8 here, with pranches 
in New York and in other amertcan 
ports. He should send out a commis- 
sion .to study this trade, and should 
establish exposition * warehouses in. 
Alexandria and Cairo, filled with the 
goods we make so wel!, but wnich the 
Egyptians are now buying from Eng- 
land and other countries of Europe. 

As it is now, our consul general to 
Cairo {s acting as our diplomatic agent 
as well. The duties should be @ivided, 
and a man who will do nothing else 
but push American trade snou:d be 
added to the jegation force. As this 
country nominally belongs to Turkey, 
we cannot send a minister plen!pogen- 
tiary to it, but our cdnsul general is 
given practically the same powers as 
an ambassador has elsewhere, and this 
part of his work is enougn for one 
man to handle. 

Our Diplomatic Agent at Cairo. 

Our present diplomacic agent ac Cairo, 
who bear the title of consul general, 
is Lewis M. Jddings, who was rormerly 
one of the editors of The New York 
Times, and later on servea as nrst sec- 
retary to our embassy at Rome. He is 
by “training and experience more a 
diplomat than a consular officer, -al- 
though he understanes tne United 
States well and has had journalistic 
training before he took. up diplomacy. 
As diplomatic agent he is the guardian 
of the rights of all Americans who 
come to Egypt. None of them ean be 
arrested without his consent, and any 
such arrest must be made by one of his 
own policemen, who are known as the 
consular cavasses. These ¢avasses at-

What Egypt Sells. 


In order to understand this trade one 
Should know what Egypt sells, The 
Nile valley is almost altogether agri- 
cultural, Egypt has 12,000,000 people, 
and two-thirds of al] those over ten 
years of age are engaged in farming. 
The great money crops are cotton and 
Sugar, and just now cotton forms nine- 
tenths of the exports. There is so much 
money in cotton that those who raise 
it do as our planters do when cotton 
is high. They put all their land tnto 
that crop, and buy their meat and corn 
out of the proceeds. The Egyptian cot- 
much more than ours. It 
is of a peculiar staple, and is so valua- 
ble for mixing with other cottons that 
we often buy from seven to ten million 
dollars’ worth of it ourselves. In 1906 
the crop sold for $90,000,000, and the 
bulk of this went to England. As it igs 
now, Russia is annually taking five or 
six million dollars, and Germany about 
the same amount of Egyptian cotton. 
The cotton seed is also sold, most of it 
going to Great Britain and France. 

Indeed, cotton {s fast crowding out 
sugar, and the sugar sales are not ag 
large now as they have been In the 
past. They amount to about $2,000,000 
per annum, | 

Of late Egypt has begun to raise veg- 
etables for Europe. The fast boais 
which go from Alexandria to Italy 
carry green stuff, and especially onions. 
of which the Nile valley is now export- 
ing several million dollars’ worth per 
annum. Some of these are sent to Eng- 
land, and others to Austria and Ger- 
many. 
of a hundredweight each. 

As to tobacco, Egypt is both an @x- 
porter and importer. Egyptian cigar- 
ettes are sold all over the world, but 
Egypt does not raise the tobacco of 
which they are made. The cultivation 
of tobacco has been forbidden by law 
Since 1890, and all the tobacco used igs 
imported from Turkey, Greece and Bos- 

ia. About four-fifths of it comes from 
Srurkes The total imports amount to 
about $3,000,000 a year, and it might 
pay our tobdcco trust to see if our best 
Virginia weed could not displace that of 
Turkey.

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SOCIAL SERVICE WORK 
IN WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Many requests having heen received 
“Bhat the paper on the possibilities for 
social work in women’s club, read by 
Mrs. Jane Scott Woodruff, before the 
last convention of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, be printed 
in these columns, it has been @€ecided 
to publish portions of this article. While 
its length makes jit impossible to give 
publication to the whole article, those 
parts omitted are merely elaborations, 
and their absence will not lessen the in- 
terest in Mrs. Woodruff’s paper. 

The paper, in part, is as follows: 

“One is apt to think, ana to speak, 
of social service as though it were 
sométhing new; when, in fact, it is but 
another name for chartty or philan- 
thropy, and so deeply rooted is it in 
the far-off past that it would be im- 
possible to trace beginnings. But were 
we to look for the earliest evidence on 
record, we must go to ancient Israel, 
and find it among that theocratic na- 
tion. In the old Hebrew law is the first 
specific provision for the poor and 
needy. 

“Then, as time goes on and the re- 
straints of law are, by degrees, removed 
we find the order changing. Relief for 
the poor, no longer prescribed, becomes 
a@ voluntary measure, and with jt beg- 
gary begins to flourish. 

“In leaving the people of Israel, 
whose laws and customs might aid the 
solution of many a present problem, 
and in turning to Greece and Rome we 
find the ideals and the sentiments to 
be based upon a sympathy which be- 
gan with family affection; it tnen ex 
tended to the tribe, and in time took 
on a form of patriotism whose end 
was the political formation of the 
state.

The Reformation Period. 

“During the period of the reformation, 
the almost exclusive relief through the 
medium of cloisters was suppressed; 
while more and more did civic powers | 
assume control of this function. To | 
deal with philanthropy in a more mod- | 
ern phase, we find existing in Hamburg) 
about the year 1783, a system of char- 
ity which has been a model for other 
systems. In this city a specia. relief 
fund was provided, and 180 visitors 
were appointed to go among the poor) 
and needy. Poor asylums, sometimes in 
connection with workhouses, were ¢rect- 
ed for the sick and helpless. Every 
dependent wa sobliged to do some work, 
and in order to give occupation to 
such a class, work houses were built 
and industria] schools established. Sav- 
ings banks were also introduced, and 
they did much to prevent distress. 

“But even with the beneficent § in- 
fluence of many of these measures, we 
are told by those who have made ex- 
haustive study of these questions that 
there was a serious flaw in the eco- 
nomic side—the measure of payment 
was too often relief, instead of wages. 
Of history this is sufficient. We have 
passed in review as much as we need 
to see to realize that of all the va- 
rious systems none has been perfect— 
why? Simply because human nature is 
imperfect. But in what has been 
brought before us, it may be plainly 
seen that no philanthropy can thrive if 
relegated to a place apart, and com- 
pressed into. a system.

BE NAMED FOR WASHINGTON 


Everybody in Georgia knows that Geor- 
gia has thegfirst town named for George 
Washington. But everybody does not 
know just when and where and how the 
naming took place, therefore | am go- 
ing to give today the facts and _ the 
proofs. 

The name Washington was chosen 
the people of Wilkes county for their 
new town in the year !779, and confirm- 
ed by the general assembly in January, 
1780.

year 1780. for Watkins’ Digest, printed 
in 1800, is indisputable authoffty. 

Now for the proof that the people of 
Wilkes had selected the name for their 
town in the year 1779. John Dooley, one 
of the commissioners mentioned in the 
act, was killed soon after the battle of 
Kettle creek in 1779, therefore the act 
appointing him commissioner and nam- 
ing the town must have of necessity 
been determined upon before his death, 
February, 1779. 

The original plat of the 100 acres, as 
laid out by the commissioners, is still in 
existence, and is among the treasures of 
the Mary Willis library, in Washington. 

The names of the streets reflects the 
times. Court street runs directly in front 
of the court house, which stands now on 
the spot, or rather on the street where 
stood the original court of Heard’s Fort. 
Liberty street, Jefferson, Allison are 
some of the others. Colonel Allison was 
on General Washington's staff and own- 
ed lots in the original plat. 

In appointing postmasters and estab- 
lishing postoffices, Washington, N. C.. 
was three years ahead of Washington, 
Ga., the dates being 1790 and 1793. From 
this fact the North Carolina town has 
claimed to be the first town named for 
the ‘“‘father of his country.’ However 
the Georgia town had been named and 
serncetnaatmtnns de ten years before.

“I am opposed to the discrimination 
which has been practiced against At- 
lanta by the railroads, but I am also 
opposed to this persecution of the mMMjil- 
roads and corporations in general,” 
said Thomas Egleston, of the Hartford 
Fire Insurance Company. 

“I believe conditions have existed 
which should have been improved and 
regulated, but I think these have been 
exaggerated. Furthermore, I do not 
believe that you can bring about perma- 
nent reductions in freight and pas- 
Senger rates by this kind of agitation. 
The railroads should not be handicape 
ped in their development, but every 
facility should be granted them for im- 
proving terminals, building spur tracks 
and laying double tracks where neces- 
Sary so they will be able to handle 
business in an economical way. By this 
pian alone can permanent rate reductions 
be secured. If we insist upon reductions 
that are brought about in this nate 
ural and normal way, it will mean im- 
Pairing railroad facilities and crippling 
their service. 

“I have been in the east this summer 
and find there is a great deal of ap- 
prehension in money circles as to con- 
ditions in the south.” 

“Can the people in New York, which 
has just passed a public utilities bill, 
complain of the south for being strict 
with the railroads?’’ Mr. Egleston was 
asked. 

“Regulations which may not 
burdensome in the populous states of 
the east, would cause serious loss’ in 
Georgia and the south. Besides, con-

ent. Roads there are established on a 
more permanent basis. The northern 
roads are forced to spend large sums 
On new terminals and other improve- 
ments, but their income is vastly 
larger and their facilities for obtaining 
needed money much greater. 

“All conservative people must realize 
that the situation is serious when one 
of the greatest railroads of this sec- 
tion finds that its increased earnings 
have been swallowed up by the largely 
increased cost of operation. Capitalists 
with money to invest are beginning to 
wonder where this thing will end.” 
Times Call for Caution—B. B. Crew, 

B. B. Crew, of the Phillips & Crew 
Company, president of the National As- 
sociation of Piano Dealers of America, 
in discussing corporation reform, said: 

“While the state and national gov- 
ernment frouta envorce legislation 
which is needed to curb the trusts, the 
people's representatives should exer- 
else great caution in passing laws 
which might cripple the feeders of our 
prosperity. 

“There is no denying that there is 
great uneasiness throughout the south 
over this anti-corporation legislation. 
I do not think any actual harm has as 
vet been accomplished, and the laws 
already passed. will bring good results. 
But there is danger of carrying this 
fight too far. We should not permit 
the corporations to become so auto- 
eratic that they will control our poli- 
tics or government. We should con- 
trol the corporations, but we should 
likewise be fair and recognize their 
‘rights. 

“Gorporations should be prevented 
from unduly watering their stocks 
and thus imposing on the public. TI 
think all issues of bonds and stocks 
should be carefully guarded by the 
states which grant charters to these 
corporations When the existence of 
watered stock is shown by the wide 
disparity between tax returns and cape 
ital stock, tihs water should be ac- 
counted for to the state. 

“Still IT am opposed to laws that are 
so oppressive that the railroads cannot 
earn a fair profit on their investment. 
_ Every railroad is a feeder to the pros- 
perity of the community through which 
it passes and is entitled to considera- 
tion by reason of that fact. I think 
we should go slow in putting further 
pressure upon the corporations. Let 
us be sure we are making no mistake 
shoujd we cali for further reductions 
in rates.”

; Simon Einstein, of the Globe Clothing 
Company, is intensely in earnest in his 
belief that the agitation for lower 
freight and passenger rates on the rail- 
roads, should never have been Started. 
| He is and has always been opposed lO 
it—actively and éhergetically and earn- 
estly opposed to it. He said: 

“Freight reductions are of not the 
slightest value to the individual and the 
mass of citizens.

“Do you advocate further reduction 
of rates in Georgia?’’ Mr. Daniel was 
asked. 

“I am inclined te think what has 
been done by the commission in the 
matter of rates Was right and just,” 
he replied. ‘‘The commissioners are 


fully into this question before imposing 
the reduced rates. So far as I can 
see, neither legislatton nor agitation 
has hurt business, although the rail- 
roads are attempting to convince the 
public that they have been unjustly 
dealt with, and have been crippled 
financially.

To Clean Bronzes.

They contain ovens which 
are filled during the hatching sera 
The eggs are laid upon cut straw in 
racks near the oven, and the firing is so 
carefully done that the temperature 
is kept just right from week to week., 
: The heat is not gauged by the ther- 

mometer, byt by the judgment and ex- 
perience of*the Yuan who runs the’ es- 
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tablishment. A fire is started eight or 
ten days before the.eggs are put in, 
and from that time on it is not allowed 
to go out until the hatching season is 
over. The eggs are turned four times 
a day while hatching. Such establish- 
ments are cheaply built, and they are 
SO arranged that it costs almost noth-! 
ing to run them. One which will hatch 
200,000 “chickens a vear can. be. built 
for less than $50, and an experienced 
man can be hired to run the machine, 
tend the fires, turn the eggs and sell! 
the chickens for about a dollar and a} 
half per day. | 
What Egypt Bays. 
Egypt buys almost -everything under 
Her imports amount to more 
than $1/00,000,000 every year, and a 
large part of this money is spent for 
goods which are a specialty in the} 
‘United States. She buys $ | 3,000,000 | 
worth of cereals, vegetables and flour, 
and of this almost $3,000,000 worth 
come from Great Britain, $3,500,000 
worth from France and Algiers, $!,000,- 
000 worth from Italy, and $4,000,000 
from Turkey. Of the whole just about 
$400,000 worth comes from the United 
States. and that, notwithstanding we 
produce the best flour in the world and 
have Indian corn better than that which 
forms a large part of the food of the 
Nile valley. 
A. :erican Pumps and Windmilis in 
Egypt. 
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The day of the pump and the windmill 
has reached the Nile valley, but, so far, | 
the most of the pumping machinery is 
imported from Europe. All the large 
land owners are now using steam 
pumps, There are many estates run 
by syndicates which are irrigated by 
this means, and there are men who are 
buying portable engines and pumps 
and hiring them out to the smaller 
farmers in much the same way that 
‘threshing machines are used in the 
tinited States and Canada. Quite a num-'/! 
ber of Amercan windmills °are | 
ready installed. and almost the whole' 
pumping of the Nile valley might be! 
done by the wind. The breezes from 
the desert are as strong as those from 
the sea, and they sweep across the Nile 
valley with such regularity that wind 
Pumps could be relied upon to do effi- 
cient work. | 

At present the most of the water raised 
in Egypt is by man power or by ani- 

ls." Millions of gallons are Hfted by 
the shadoof. This is a long pole bal- 
anced on a support. From one end of 
the pole hangs a bucket, and from the 
other a heavy weight of clay or stone, 
about equal to the weight of the bucket 
when it is full of water. A man pulls 
the bucket down into the mwater, and bv 
the help of the weight on the other end, 
raises it and empties it into a canal 
higher up. He does this all day long 
for 10 or 15 cents, and it is estimated 
that he can in ten days lift enough water 
to irrigate an acre of corn or cotton.

There is now a craze among the 
ants of Egypt to own watches 
want a cheap article, and in many cases 
buy a fresh watch every year. AS a 
result the Swiss and Germans have been 
flooding the country with poor move- 
ments, put up in fancy German silver, 
nickel and gun metal cases, and are 
Selling them at $2 and upwards apiece. 
They are not equal to our timepieces 
which sell at $!. Some of these watches 
are advertised as of American make. and 
they sell the quicker on that account. 
I dowbt not that a good American watch 
would sell “well and displace the poor 
stuff now being sent in by the Swiss. 


‘A Bigg Trade in 


Our American cotton factors ought to 
study this’ market. The 12,000,000 in- 
habitants of the Nile valley dress al- 
most entirely in -cotton, and we are 
making goods in our mills which could 
be easily sold here at a profit. Our 
cottons are considered far better than 
those of England or Germany in the 
other African markets, and there is no 
reason Why they should not have a hold 
here in Egypt.

prt tie the state of Georgia, which is 
well known to have a greater variety 
of soil and climate than any other 
state in ff union. has a corresponding 
variety in its water resources. 

There are high cascades on the thou- 
sands of timid mountain streams, great 
thundering: shoals on mighty rivers of 
the Piedmont plateau, clear pebbliv 
creeks in tne southwest, and placid, 
navigable rivers on the coastal plane. 
There are hot springs, cold springs, 
freestone and limestone and mineral 
springs of every variety. and springs 
of all sizes. There is well water to be 
had in abundance wherever it is dug 
for or bored for. Cold rock bottom 
wells in the ‘mountains of north Geor- 
gia and the old clay hills of middle 
Georgia, and flowing artesian wells in 
south Georgia. These streams and 
springs and wells are never-failing.

Most of the 
cases have been disfigured for years, and 
as they watch the progress of the cure 
under the light’s rays the patients’ van- 
ity, which may have been overwhelmed 
for years by the disfigurement of the 
disease, comes to life again. 
{| The noses are made out of aluminum, 
j;and are daintily tinted to suit various 
icomplexions. They are minutely stippled. 
and a few fine venules make them close- 
ly resemble nature.

The Japanege Servant, 

Although a great many complaints 
have been made by housekeepers who are 
having trouble in the many phases of 
the servant problem, and although a 
great deal has been written urging co- 
operation on the part of housekeepers as 
& matter, of- proteeting themselves 
against conditions existing, there have 
been no satisfactory suggestions made 
as to what initial stepg might be taken 
toward ameliorating these conditions. 

It is very gratifying to note that Mr. 
L.. DeGive, who, for forty years hag 
heen one of Atlanta’s most highly es- 
teemed citizens, and who is the Belgian 
consul here, unhesitatingly expresses 
himself as to an experiment that he 
thinkg might prove beneficial. Like 
many others, he has observed in tha 
far west and in the north, especially 
among the people who émploy large num- 
bers of servants, that the Japanese is 
giving great satisfaction. He refers to 
the experiment haying been made in 
individual cases in this section (recently 
three of Atlanta’s most prominent fam- 
lliag having employed with great satis- 
faction Japanese women servants). 

Mr. DeGive says, “I can understand 
that our labor unions would object ta 
the immigration of the men of Japan | 
who might enter into competition with | 
them, but our women, the wives and 
daughters of these men, coulg hardly 
have any objection to the admission of 
the servants of the bikado land, since 
none of them are willing to serve in 
their neighbors’ homes in any domestie 
capacity. They prefer, rather, work in 
the factory or along other lines.” 

This point is well taken. Those who 
have endeavored fram time to time to 
induce young women of the rura! dis- 
tricts who are uneducated and who have 
little opportunity in their homes, to be- 
come servants in respectable white fam- 
ilies, where they would have homes anit 
congenial surroundings, find they pre- 
fer rather, when coming to town, toa 
accept positions along so-ealled business 
lines, in 
tion and Httle opportunity for real seif- 
development. But this is a question 
which cannot be discussed here. 

It is of the Japanese servant that it 
may be interesting to know a few strik- 
ing characteristics. Sense of @uty, agil- 
ity, alertness, amiability—are the attrjb-

cipal research committee of New York, 
stating that they had observed that the 
Georgia Immigrations Association was 
Planning to substitute trained white 
servants from Scotland and Sweden, for 
the negro employees for Georgia homes. 

This committee is making a special 
study of household service, and !s par- 
ticularly interested in attempts to 
solve the questiom of importation. They 
wished to know what steps Georgia 
housekeepers were taking toward co- 
operating with the Immigration’  5o0- 
ciety. 

At the time the letter came there 
was a good deal of talk about !mmi- 
gration. The president of the Georgia 
Immigration Society, and other citizens 
ef distinction, went abroad, and made 
one of the objeets of their visit the 
study of the labor eonditions in those 
eountries from which they expected to 
draw immigrants. A great deal was 
said of all the good that immigration 
would do Georgia in every line of la- 
bor, from the agricultural, manufac- 
turing and tndustrial, to that of do- 
mestic service. There were those san- 
guine enough to believe that it was 
only a question of a very short time 
until the entire servant question would 
be solved. Atlanta housekeepers had 
Visions of well-trained esoxs, house- 
maids and nurses; but for some reason 
or other the subject of immigration 
seems momentarily crowded out by 
other interests. But the servant prob- 
lem is in no way limited, 

In order to make some definite reply, 
however, to the intermunicipal research 
committeee, several prommnent Georgia 
women were interviewed as to what 
they thought might be the results of 
immigration in its relation to the ser- 
vant problem in Georgia. In their re 
plies, many of them endorsed the suge 
gestion made many times in articles in 
this department, that a system of co- 
operation must come to be ‘between 
housekeepers themselves before imm!- 
gration or any other influence could be 
a factor in solving the present very 
complex domestic question.

“I should like to see @ 
large enough number of white ser- 
vants brought here to relieve’ the 
southern housekeeper from the tyran- 
ny of the present servant problem. 

“tT have always employed white help, 
and have found the Germans and Swiss 
the verv best. TI should like to coop- 
erate in anv movement toward solving 
what seems to be a great domestie 
problem.”’
